{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, April 27,.—A bill 
providing for the enlargement of the 
National House of Representatives 
from 391 to 433 members and the ap- 
portionment of these members to the 
different States on the basis of popula- 
tion shown by the recent Federal cen- 
sus, passed the House early this even- 
ing, after vain efforts of members of 
both political parties to amend it. 
The proposed size of the House is 
identical with that provided for in 
the Crumpacker bill, passed by the 
House at the last session of Congress, 
but not acted upon by the Senate. 
The Houston bill today, leaves 
to the Legislatures of the different 
States the power to rearrange the Con- 
gressional districts in their respective 
States, on the new population basis 
of one member for each 211,877 in- 
habitants. | 
The two itmportant amendments 
pro and defeated today were to 
put the redistricting power in the 
hands of the Governors of States 
when the Legislature had failed to 
act; and to limit the House in the | 
future to a membership of 430 or 433, 
leaving future reapportionments to 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 
Bach amendment was vigorously 
championed by the Republicans and 
had some Democratic support. Mr. 
Shirley of Kentucky, first offered the 
“Crumpacker amendment,” ag it was 
known, to restrict the size of the 
House to 430; and latter Mr. Crum- 
packer submitted it again as a 
of a formal motion to recommit the 
bill to the Committee on Census to. 
ve the amendment put into it The 
>: eee voted the motion down, 178 
The amendment earlier by 
Mr. Crumpacker, the Repub- 


lican chairman of the Committee on 
Census, which has charge of the re- 
apportionment subject, to give the 
Governors of States power to carry 
out the rearrangement of Congres- 
sional districts was declared by Mr. 
Hamlin of Missouri, Democrat, to be 
a deliberate effort of Republican 
politicians to give the Republican 
Governor of Missouri power to make 
up the new districts, so that Repub- 
lican districts might be constructed 
by “gerrymandering methods.”’ 
Hamlin said that with the 
Crumpacker amendment as a part of 
the bill, the Governor of 
could veto reap fon- 
ment bill by the Democratic Pater 
ture and could then carry out the re- 
apportionment measures. 

Mr. SBartholdt, Republican, also 
from M’ sourt, challenged this state- 
ment and asserted the last Demo- 
cratic measure that reapportioned the 
Congressional] districts of Missouri had 
violated the Federal statutes by mak- 
ing the districts of greatly varying 


The increase of the size of the 
House was agreed to by members of 
both parties, but many Republicans 
attacked it on the ground that it

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Refusal 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to permit the principal ratlroads 
of the West to advance their rates on 
the transportation of cement for the 
reason that the carriers are alleged to 
need additional revenue, is the feature 
of g decision handed down today in 
the important Portland cement case. 

General advances of from % 6& 
cent to 5 cents a hundred pounds in 
rates on cement were postponed by 
the carriers in the trans-Missour! 
territory to become effective Septem- 
ber 1, 1910, and affected a territory 
which produces approximately two- 
thirds of the Portland cement made 
in the United’ States. 

The advances proposed were at- 
tacked by producers and shippers and 
the commission them frst 
until November 1, 1910, and subese- 
quently until July 1, 19811. The 
points of destination to which the pro- 
posed rates apply cover a wide range 
of territory” extending from Illinois 
and Tennessee on the east of the Rocky 
Mountain territory on the west. 


In the opinion promulgated today, 
which was prepared by Commissioner)

sustained and many of them are dis- 
approved. The commission did not 
accept as decisive the statement of 
the carriers that present cement 
rates are so low as to be unremunera- 
tive and that the commodity does not 
bear its just proportion of the burden 
of transportation, the testimony on 
that feature of the case being re- 
garded as “very meager.” .
